Alfred Stanley Deaville, in his 
“The Colonial Postal Systems and 
Postage Stamps of Vancouver Island 
and British Columbia, 1849-1871", in 
the chapter on the Pre-Colonial Per- 
iod of the subject of his study, at 
page 15, last paragraph, states: 


the Pacific Coast 


issued a stamp in commemoration of 
the “Royal William”, first steamship 
to cross the Atlantic using steam 
power all the way. More recently the 
U. S. Post Office issued a stamp com- 
memorating the “Savannah”, first 
ship crossing the Atlantic with steam

“Several forts were established 
on the northern coast-line and a 
number of vessels engaged in 
conveying letters, papers, and 
supplies to them. The historic 
steamer “Beaver,” the first to 
invade the waters of the Pacific, 
was sent out from England in 
1885 for this purpose and proved 
to be an invaluable adjunct of 
the Company. 


The company referred to is the 
Hudson's Bay Company, pioneers of 
the British Columbia coast. But the 
point we wish to mention is that their 
steamer, the “Beaver”, besides being 
the first steamship in the Pacific un- 
doubtedly carried the mails, as noted 
in the above paragraph, and such 
mail as there was in those times and 
for those parts was carried through 
the good graces of the Hudson's Bay 
Company. 


In 1933 the Canada Post Office 


power used for part of the trip. With 
these stamps as precedents, there 
would seem that the above mentioned 
steamship, the “Beaver”, would make 
a suitable subject for a commemor- 
ative stamp. 

The following account of this rare- 
ly publicized steamer, published, 
circa 1893, may be of interest. 


The PIONEER STEAMER BEAVER 
The First Steamer on the Pacific 
Ocean 
A Brief but Concise History of this 
Most Interesting Craft 
Compiled by A. H. Lynn-Bowne

ONE of the sights not to be miss- 
ed on any consideration by tourists 
and others passing through this city 
for the last four years has been the 





e— 


veteran steamer “Beaver,” the first 
to plough her way through the placid 
waters of the Pacific Ocean and pen- 
etrate the numerous bays, channels 
and inlets of the coast of British Col- 
umbia, Washington and Oregon, as 
she lay on the rocks at the entrance 
to Burrard dnlet and the harbor of 
the City of Vancouver. 


The record of this old vessel is 
unique, and it may be said without a 
precedent. She was built in the years 
1834 and 1835, on the banks of the 
River Thames near the City of Lon- 
don, for the Hudson's Bay Company, 
her cost, it is said, being £25,000 ster- 
ling, an enormous sum of money for 


à boat of her size. The material used. 


in her construction was English live 
oak and teak fastened together with 
copper rivets. The nobility of Eng- 
land watched the progress of con- 
struction, and King William and 160,- 
000 of his subjects witnessed the 
launch. Here again the interest mani- 
fest in the vessel was displayed, a 
Duchess—the belle of Prince Will- 
iam’s gay  court—performing the 
christening ceremony, and while 
breaking a bottle of the best vintage 
of sunny Italy gave her the name she 
has since so proudly worn, the “Веау- 
er," and one that will live as long as 
the history of our fair Province, so 
closely is her name associated with it. 

The “Beaver,” after her launch, 
was fitted up with two 75-horse pow- 
er engines, and tested on the River 
Thames. The name of the firm, still 
to be seen on her engines, is Bolton 
& Watt, the latter said to be a son of 
the inventor of the steam engine. 
When all was completed, the *Beaver" 
was loaded with a general cargo of 
stores for the Company’s stations on 
the coast, and rigged as a brig—it 
not being considered safe at that 
time to steam out—and sailed out in 
company with a barque, the latter 
for protection, and in case the little 
vessel should need assistance. The 
voyage to the Columbia River was 
made in 163 days, her convoy not 
reaching the bar till 22 days later. 
Both vessels anchored at Astoria and 
discharged their cargoes, and then 
Captain Hume, getting up steam, 
gave her a trial trip to Nisqually, 
the headquarters of the Company. 
Capt. McNeil was the next command- 
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er of the boat. The next we hear of 
her she is carrying men from Nis- 
qually to the future Capital of the 
Province; this was in 1843. But few 
records of her future movements 
were kept. She ran backward and for- 
ward along the coast, carrying sup- 
plies and collecting furs. 

On Sept. Ist, 1874, the Hudson’s 
Bay Company sold her to Messrs. 
Stafford, Saunders, Morton, Rudlin, 
Coltman and Williams, who convert- 
ed her into a tow boat, and from this 
company she was purchased a few 
years later by Henry Saunders, of 
Victoria, who still owns what re- 
mains of her. 

In the fall of 1888, while under 
charter to the Hastings Mill Comp- 
any, she ran on the rocks at high 
tide, and all efforts to get her off 
failed. Her owner then offered the 
boat for sale, but the price put on 
her found no purchaser, and there 
she lay till June of this year, when 
a boom of logs, in tow of the tug 
Теріс, was carried agaMst her by the 
tide, and she was badly damaged. On 
the 26th day of the same month the 
swell of the steamer Yosemite, enter- 
ing the harbor at half tide, threw her 
on her side, and the engines fell 
through. From then the decline was 
rapid, relic hunters cutting her to 
pieces and carrying her away, till 
now she is nothing but a mere 
wreck and at high tide almost cov- 
ered. 

A project was on foot early in the 
year 1892 to send her to Chicago to 
the World's Fair, and a company 
with a capital of $125,000 was form- 
ed for that purpose, but owing to her 
damaged condition and the expense 
of transportation the scheme was 
abandoned. 





Through the courtesy of R. Nairne, 
of Victoria, B.C., “Popular Stamps" 
has been furnished with a sketch and 
a photograph of the steamer. The 
sketch, we have used for our cover 
illustration and the photo appears 
with the first of this article. This 
photo shows the boat anchored off 
the H.B.C. wharf looking across to- 
ward what Mr. Nairne believes is the 
old Marine Hospital. 

The *Beaver" changed her rig sev-

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Canada's 2e Registered 1875-96 


By LOUIS S. CROSBY

Here we have a very attractive 
stamp which seems to have escaped 
the attention of the specealist or at 


least one which has been neglected 
by Philatelic writers; yet those of us 
who have spent years collecting its 
sister, the 3c Small Queen Victoria, 
1870-97, have noted the similarity of 
color and paper year by year where 
these two stamps appear on the same 
cover. | 
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This also applies to perforation, 
perhaps to a lesser extent. I notice 
an article recently, where  some-one 
reported discovering a copy of this 
stamp perf. 11%х12 and I wondered 
at the time if it were not possibly 
12x11%, so I took the trouble to care- 
fully check the perforation оп 100 
copies of the orange and red orange 
shades of this stamp, using an Eng- 


lish gauge giving 4s and % and 
which agrees exactly with опе il- 
lustrated іп Jarrett’s Hand Book, 
page 48. The following results were 
obtained: |

From this it will be observed that 
I found nine perforated 11%х12 as 
we understand all the standard cat- 
alogues which give 11% for top and 
bottom and 12 for the sides, yet I 
found 7 copies out of 100 which are 
12х11%. This is an interessing fact 
and would indicate that the perf. 
11% combs used for some of the 
small cents were set horizontally in 
the perforation machines; whereas 
in the case of the Registration 


Stamp they were only set vertically 
when they replaced the normal 12 
gauge—yet this is not so where 
combs of gauge 11% were used. 


The Rose Carmine shade of the 
Registered 2c only seems to exist 
with perf. 12x12 but some of the 
later printing in the Vermillion shad- 
es are found perf. 1244x12 matching 
the 3c Vermillion Postage. Jarrett in 
his price section places a (?) quest- 
ion mark after his number 168, a 
1114x12 indicating he doubts its ex- 
istance. Scott and Gibbons only list 
this stamp as 12x12. Well so much 
for perforations. I have a copy per- 
forated right down the centre lenght- 
wise and imperforated on the edge. 


Now for a few words about color 
and shades of color which we must 
all agree is опе of the collector’s 
most vexing problems. My. good 
friend, Fred Jarrett, seems to be the 
only one who really attacked the 
matter thoroughly, but even he could 
have developed his listing on the 
orange and vermillion shades some- 
what, as he has done in the case of 
the 3c. It must be quite confusing to 
the inexperienced collector when 
they refer to the different catalogues 
to find such a varieity as now exists. 


Let us take a look at them, taking 
both the 2e Registered and Зе Small 
Queen, which I think we may safely 
assume were printed from the same 
lots of ink as occasion demanded. 
Of course there would be more 
printing of the 3e but from 1875 
onward we should always be 
able to find dated copies of the 8с 
which would match all printings of 
the 2c Registered. If you look up 
your catalogues you will find the 
following to be true:

Jarrett mentions, when speaking 
of cancellations found on this stamp 
that they are often pen cancelled 
with the number assigned to the let- 
ter upon which the stamp was used, 
also with strokes and crosses, Post 
Masters initials, etc. This is so, but 
they are also found with many inter- 
esting cancellations as examination 
of the 100 stamps previously ment- 
ioned revealed, some of which bear 
two or more types on one stamp. The 
analysis is as follows:—Pen 23, 
Town 5, Cork 46, Registered 11, Bars 
9, Targets 5, 4-Ring Numeral 1, 
2-Ring Numeral 1. 

Jarrett further points out the rath- 
er scarity of the large “R” within 
the oval on the stamp, which may be 
accounted for by the fact that this 
cancelling iron did not come into use 
aecording. to him until 1892. See his 
Type 1474, page 551. This is incor- 
rect, however, as I have this Type on 
color from Lloydtown, Ont., to King 
P.O., Ont., dated Oct. 24, 1888, and 
another from Dunchurch, June 3rd, 
1890. Of course it is quite a few years 
since Mr. Jarrett published his fine 
work and no doubt he and many 


others are aware of most of these 
facts. I simply mention them in сазе 
they have escaped the notice of some 
interested collector: 

My earliest Registered cover bear- 
ing the 2c Registration Stamp is 
March 7, 1876, and was used in my 
home Province of P. E. Island from 
Georgetown to Charlottetown. 

I also have a nice cover upon 
which was used the 2c Registered

oval, Type 1474, mailed from  Ches- 
terville, Ont., September 10, 1889. 

I am sure there is much which can 
be added to the foregoing апа Т would 
like to see some of. the experts de- 
velop the matter further, as there is 
doubtless much to be uncovered  re- 
garding our early Registration 
Stamp. ! !

Postmasters General of Canada 


The Post Office in Canada came under 


Canadian jurisdiction in 1851. Prior to 
that it was controlled from England with 
Deputy Postmasters of England caring 
for postal facilities in the British 
Colonies of America. The subject could 
be traced ‘back even further than that, or 
to the tavern and coffee house post, 
wherein ship Captains brought letters to 
America deposited at some pre-arranged 
coffee-house in England and on this side 
left at some tavern where they could ‘be 
had by the addressee. As no one in 
America was officially charged with the 
distribution of such letters many natur- 
ally miscarried or were not delivered at 


all. In 1639 an ordinance was passed to 


appoint Richard Fairbank, tavern keeper 
in Boston, to received letters and see to 
their delivery. From this a system of 
government sponsored postal service 
gradually grew in the .former American 
Colonies. In the evolution of this process 
we come to Benjamin Franklin who was 
appointed a Deputy of the Postmaster of 
England in 1753 for purposes of the 
American Colonies postal services. Thus 
in 1763 upon conclusion of peace between 
England and France, Franklin made a 
flying trip to Quebec and opened a Post 
Office there, also at Three Rivers and

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CANADIAN TOPICS 
BY PHIL ATTS. 
*The column а defies classification" 
—Chronicles of Pollock. 





In the July number of “B.N.A. Topics" 
an article on “The Literature of  Can- 
adian Philately” by F. Walter Pollock 
strikes this scribe as most interesting. 
The author might have added the ''B.N. 
A.” section of the publications of The 
Philatelic Society of London issued in 
1889. This is not often seen around and 
commands a high price. Kohls ‘“Hand- 
book” No. 4 (in German) also has con- 
siderable specialized Canadian material. 
So far as T know this has never ‘been 
translated. I tried to arrange for it once 
риб got little encouragement. 

Errofs are turning up in the current 
booklets. Watch out for them and you 
may find something. 

A goodly numiber of scarce Canadian 
items turned up at the Vahan Mozian 


sale of Aug. 8, 9 and 10. I refer to the ' 


seldom seen essays and proofs, also a 
Two Dolar “Inverted Bil". I Rope to 
see something in this number of “Рор- 
ular Stamps” about the sale. 

Very little has been said about the 
early Canadian connections of Col. John 
Hooper, head of the “Philatelic  Phal- 
anx" who died recently in Los Angeles. 
Col. Hooper was one of the promoters 
of the old “Canadian Philatelic (Associat- 
lon". He later broke away from this and 
organized the “‘Philatelic Society of Can- 
ada" and still later the  "Interational 
Philatelic Association". iHe was a prolific 
contributor to stamp magazines of fifty 
years ago and also edited one of the 
earliest Canadian Philatelic magazines, 
the “Agents ‘Gazet of Port Hope, 
Ontario. 

A correspondent writes that he would 
like to know “what's really so wrong 
about that Hoffman article on /bookiets". 
It’s just not so easy pal to get down a 
few remarks in my limited space. And 
let me add in justice to Мг. Hoffman 
(who wrote me a very pleasant letter in 
answer to my remarks) that I have no 
wish to decry any attempt toward  re- 
search in Canadian philatelic matters. 

However, I guess ТШ have to give a 
couple of samples of errors from the Hof- 
їпап article as it appeared in  "B.N.A. 
Topics” - (the “Edward” booklet is the 
real tough baby so let's deal with it). 
Hoffman says - “The covers and inter- 
leaves of the Edward booklet are the 
same as for the Victorias’. My answer 
to this is that there are at least three 
distinct types of Victoria booklets, all 
with different binding and wording in 
the interleaves. The Edward booklet is 
different from every one of these three. 

The price of the 1928 combination 
booklet (the only one with a five cent 
Pane) was 73c not 72c. 

Or take this statement on the George 
VI issue - ''Covers and interveaves were 
printed the same as for the 31928 book- 


lets". My answer - They are entirely 
different in EVERY POSSIBLE : 
In fact I can find no similarity at all. 

I could go on like Tennyson’s 'Brook" 
but I want to save a little space for 
iMessrs. Ashbrook and Pollock. So if уоп 
wil look at “Stamps” for August 12th 
in “Canada Corner" you will find a dir- 
ect quotation from Stanley B. Ashbrook 
about a One cent Canadian postal card 
mailed from London, Ont. on Sept. 9, 
1874, addressed to Rochester, N.Y. and 
stamped ‘Due 10’. A correspondent had 
asked “Why the postage due”. 

I like to tie my “Five Cents Worth" 
with big names like Ashbrook and  Pol- 
lock, so here goes:- In the Postmaster 
General's Report for 1873 he says - “By 
arrangement with United States Post 
Office, the post cards of Canada and of 
the United States have, from the Ist 
July 1873, passed freely to destination 
‘between the two countries on prepayment 
of 2 cents each, by affixing a 1 cent 
postage stamp to the card in addition to 
the One cent stamp printed thereon." 
I might point out further that by a 
postal arrangement between Canada and 
The United States commencing Jan. 1st, 
1875 ''correspondence of every kind, writ- 
ten and printed....shall be fully prepaid 
at the domesic postage rates of the 
country of orgin, and the country of 
destination will receive, forward and de- 
liver the same free of charge". As both 
Canada and U.S.A. had a One cent card 
rate at this time I take it that cards 
passed freely across the border from the 
last mentioned date and not from 1878 
as suggested by Mr. Pollock. 





SOLDIERS MAIL 


The changing of the war fronts has 
seen the Canada Post Office keeping step 
in service and rate changes for the 
benefit of our soldiers. The complete 
story, after conclusion of the war, should 
make an interesting offering. There have 
been Air Letters, Air ‘Graph, also rate 
changes, and special air mail service, 
notaably to Italy, etc. A number of rate 
changes have been made, especially lower- 
ed rates. A recent rate change mentioned 
last of July stated postage rates on air 
mail letter forms to prisoners of war had 
been reduced from 10 cents to five cents. 
A similar reduction was also made for 
special air mail postcards to prisoners of 
war and civilian internees in the Far 
East.

Montreal, first of the institutions of 
government which was placed on а 
settled footing after Canada became a 
British Province.* 

Franklin. appointed Hugh Finlay a 
young Scotsman and a Justice of the 
Peace he met at Quebec as the Quebec 
Postmaster with subordinate offices at 
Three Rivers and Montreal. Finlay was 
& man of ability, and was appointed to 
the Governor’s Council in 1756 and until 
his death in 1801 took a leading part in 
affairs of the Colony. Thus, following the 
American revolution (1775) we find Finlay 
at the head of ‘Administration of an ex- 
clusively Canadian postal service. These 
were difficult days in the establishment 
of a Post Office and Finlay's connection 
with the Post Office ceased in 1799, being 
ficult his handling of the situation and 
thus he ultimately resigned. 

Finlay was followed by George Heriot, 
а man of literary attainments but with 
& sensitive self-esteem that was  unfort- 
unate as matters stood and made dif- 
ficult his handling of the situation, thus 
he ultimately resigned. 

On his retirement Daniel Sutherland, 
Postmaster at Montreal, was appointed 
his successor. Owing to failing health, 
Sutherland retired in 1827 and was suc- 
ceeded by his son-in-law, Thomas Allen 
Stayner, the last of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral of England. Most interesting is the 
record of his administration, turbulent at 
times but no doubt much: is - owing to 
Stayner for progress in those pioneer days 
of the Postal Service. : ' 

In 1851 the several Provinces took over 
the Post Offices. Our further list of Post- 
masters General of ‘Canada have been 
secured from the Post Office Department 
at Ottawa, and appears below. It might be 
well to point out that before Confeder- 
ation Canada embraced the present Prov- 
inces of Ontario and Quebec, and pre- 
Confederation mention of Canada does 
not embrace other Provinces in  Birtish 
North America. The fact that since Con- 
federation the name Canada implies the 
whole Dominion from coast to coast is 
sometimes prone to make us forget that 
it was not always thus.

As once or twice stated before this series 
covers only magazines of which we have 
personal knowledge. Some few we have 
never seen and are unable to illustrate. 
These are thus omitted unless in special 
instances. To date the coverage has been 
fairly complete. Naturally the older items 
at present are rather hard to locate as, for 
instance: 

Queen City Philatelist, Toronto, 1893. 

Toronto Journal of Philately, 1892. 

Canadian Philatelist, Niagara Falls, 1888. 

Gossip, Ottawa, 1887. 

However, we start this offering with the 
following rather outstanding item: 





THE DOMINION PHILATELIST,  Bel- 
leville, Ont., later Peterborough, Ont., 
1889—95. Н. F. Ketcheson. 612x10, month- 
ly. Subscription, Canada, U. S., Nfld. and 
United Kingdom 15c, Postal Union Count- 
ries 25c, all others 40c; with Vol. 2, No .9, 
it was 25c, 35c and 50c, and Vol. 4 shows 
price as 50c, 75c and $1.00. Ostensibly a 
house organ for Ketcheson’s stamp busin- 
ess it had other dealer ads and developed 
some noteworthy articles. Tt was first 
printed without a cover with heading 
across top of first page. Toward end of 
first volume it adopted a blue cover and 
title page as illustrated. At first eight 
pages, later representative issues were 
24 pages and cover. First eleven numbers 
were printed at Belleville, balance at 
Peterboro. First seven or eight issues were 
tied together with a daub of paste on 
centre seam; next half dozen were tied 
with thread instead of the wire staples 
subsequently used. (Other early magazines 
will ‘be found tied with thread stitching). 
This journal ran up a total of 76 issues. 


THE CANADA STAMP AND COIN 
JOURNAL, Halifix, N. S., 1888—9, John R. 
Findlay, Editor. With third issue, printers 
were changed to the Maritime printing 
company, and it appeared in a blue cover 
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from No. 4. At first it was eight pages in 
6x9 size, later eight pages and cover, with 
at least one 12 page and cover issue. As 
the name implies it divided interest  be- 
tween philately and numismatics. It ran 
to eleven issues. Previously it was  pre- 
ceeded ‘by two issues of “The Useful In- 
structor".

WANTS CERTIFIED HINGES 

After many unfortunate experiences 
with so-called ''peelalle" hinges, it has 
occurred to me that it is time that some- 
thing was done to prevent the wholesale 
sale damage to stamps due to the market- 
ing and use of inferior grades of hinges. 

Not only are these hinges, which seem 
to be coated with an almost insoluble 
grade of glue, sold to  unsuspecting  col- 
lectors at the same price as really good 
hinges, but what is worse and very hard 
to understand, they are used by many 
reputable dealers in making up approval 
sheets and books. 

What Т suggest is this; that some Auth- 
ority who has the confidence of the 
fraternity undertake testing and approval 
of the products of various makers, in a 
similar manner in which ‘Good House- 
keeping" iMagazine now performs this ser- 
vice in another field. Presumably the 
maker would be assessed a fee for this 
service. 

Such an approval mark on packets of 
hinges would serve to protect the pur- 
chaser from the results of using inferior 
products, i.e; torn and “thin spot" 
stamps, accumulations of portions of 
hinges on stamps as they are transferred 
from album to album, person to person, 
etc. 

Perhaps the C.P.S. might like to under- 
take this work—W. M. Benson.

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POSTMASTER OF BYRD EXPEDITION 
PASSES AWAY 


Charles Franklin Anderson, postmaster 
of the second Byrd Antartic Expedition 
and known as the most widely travelled 
man in the United States Postal Service, 
died at his home in Washington, D.C., 
after a long illness. He was 69 years old. 

It is estimated that Mr. Anderson, who 
was retired from the postal service June 
30, 11938, had travelled more than 2,600,- 
000 miles in line of duty, and that he 
visited approximately 25,000 post offices 
including all first class offices, and most 
of the second and third class offices in 
the country. 

During the World War he visited every 
Атту camp in the United States, and 
during his career had visited nearly every 
county in the country at least once. 

In 1934 Mr. Anderson, who was then 
handling philatelic work, was sent to 
Antartica to handle the philatelic mail 
there with the second Byrd expedition. 
He set up a post office in a cavern 25 
feet deep in the shelf of ice at Little 
America, and for two weeks averaged 23

hours of work a day, cancelling phila- 
telic mail in time to get it out on the 
return trip to New Zealand. 

Alone he cancelled so much mail that 
when it was 'backstamped in San Fran- 
cisco, seven persons worked five and а 
half days from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m. doing 
the same job. 

Cancelled and pouched, the mail was 
loaded on dog sledges and taken from 
Little America to the edge of the shelf 
ice for loading. Because of shifting of 
the floe ice, the ship was unable to ap- 
proach. For 26 hours Mr. Anderson was 
left alone with the mail without food 
or water, while the edge of the shelf 
crumbled and dropped into the sea, 
closer and closer to his position, before 
it became possible to rescue him and save 
the mail. 

He received the Second (Byrd Antartic 
Expedition Medal, awarded iby an act of 
congress to members of the expedition.— 
Washington, D. C. Star.
